In other words, they propa- 
gate what can be considered the 
greatest - and the most utterly 
false - myth that all Canadians 
subscribe to: that we are a nation 
of caring, considerate people who 
are sensitive to the needs and 
aspirations of each and every re- 
gion of the country. Canaaians 
have always thought of themselves 



as the world's greatest compro- 
misers. 

Nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

A more honest assessment of 
Canadians would reveal that we 
are a spoiled, narrow-minded and 
fiercely regionalistic people who 
sulk at every opportunity about 
how hard up we aire. Every region 
of the country has made a tradi- 
tion of competing for most-ag- 
grieved status. And never has this 
competition been so fierce since 
the referendum on the 
Charlottetown Accord was called 
a few weeks ago. E^ch and every 
premier has been castigated by 
the citizens of his province for 
being too weak at the bargaining 
table. It Is possible to hear dia- 
metrically opposite views on every 
conceivable constitutional topic, 
depending on what region you 
listen to. The Prairies and the 
Marltlmes Insist that the new Sen- 
ate Is too weak, while Central 
Canada Insists it is too powerful. 
Quebeckers Insist they did not 
receive a sufilclent number of new 
powers, while the rest of the coun- 
try Insists that Quebec received 
too many. The list goes on and on. 
The national whine has never been 
at a higher decibel. It Is enough to 
give the most Indifferent person a 
major headache. 

Unfortunately, what Is forgot- 



ten In the midst of these temper 
tantrums Is the national interest. 
People have forgotten that they 
don*t belong to Just a province. 
The concept of acting In the inter- 
ests of the nation - a nation that 
spans from West to East and In- 
cludes Quebec - has completely 
eluded most Canadiains. Our re- 
gional selfishness is preventing 
us from seeing the greater whole, 
and the longer we carry on with 
this shameful display of parochial 
backwardness, the faster the rest 
of the world will leave us behind. 
It is time to stop this silly In- 
fighting and get on with the vastty 
more Important Issue of the day: 
the economy. 

I am not endorsing any par- 
ticular constitutional position. All 
I can hope for Is that each of us, 
regardless of the outcome of the 
referendum, will come to our 
senses and realize that there are 
other people In this country who 
have very different yet equally valid 
opinions on what Canada Is all 
about. We must all try to be bigger 
than ourselves, our regions, and 
our provinces. It is so easy to 
complain about what the other 
guy Is getting. For once, let's rec- 
ognize that we are all very lucky - 
unbellevabty luclqr - to be living 
together in the nation called 
Canada.

Joel A. Bombo-Knoghonzand proposes that polygamy Is not such 
a bad thing; and that in countries where polygamy occurs women are 
more respected because this practice eliminates the evils of prostitu- 
tion and adulteiy which are rampant in other countries. 

He asks how we Canadians feel about it, and how his African 
sisters rephr ais well. 

First of all. projecting western ideas and values on what we could 
term an eastern practice is an ethno-centristic exercise. It assumes 
that one culture "knows better" or feels superior to the other. However, 
as all language attempts to persuade, and since YOU ASKED, and 
because I feel it is an important issue. I could not help but respond. 
I will attempt to look at polygamy from a number of levels to explain 
my biased position. 

In a simple scenario, a wealthy man marries four wives. The 
validation for this (if we want to ask) is economic. By so doing, the man 
raises not one but four families to a better economic situation. If you 
want to equate this to a form of social insurance (and none such exists 
for the ugly, the old, the sick or the maimed) and compare this form 
to welfare, or even communism, the system falls somewhat short as 
an economic equalizer— especially when a wealthy man is much more 
likely to choose his wives from his own economic level than from the 
poorest women available who come with little or no dowries. 

What does marriage mean? To me. it means having access to 
stimulation on all levels; intellectual, emotional and sexual. I find it 
diillcult to imagine that a woman, sharing a man with perhaps three 
wives, would feel that she was getting an adequate supply of love and 
attention. The husband has the opportunity to say "I choose you, or 
you. or you, or you... and you. (the wife) may be chosen by me. when 
it strikes my fancy." 

Competition levels between the wives would be pretty high, which 
might amuse the head of the household, or lead to apathy. 

I don't see how one could argue that polygamy is a good antidote 
for prostitution and adultery. There are no guarantees for anyone in 
the realm of sexuality. Just as you can not say that most western men 
are adulterous, so can you not say that eastern men never are. Havent 
you heard the saying; "If one is not enough, two are never too many"? 
Tlie point being, four may not be too many, or 27. or even 700 like 
Solomon. 

I would be Interested to know what the consequences are for 
women caught In adultery in Africa. Do they follow old Muslim law and 
stone them (along with the castration of rapists and the mutilation of 
thieves)? Speaking of mutilation. Africa has the unhappy history of the 
practice of female circumcision (which I believe is also now illegal, 
though still in practice). How can a culture claim to respect women 
when it sexually and emotionally cripples them? 

Our friend asks, what about women having more than one 
husband (polyandry)? It happens. I read about a woman purchased 
(or contracted) by two brothers in Octamund, India. This also occurs 
in Tibet. Nepal, and Sri Lanka according to M.C. Howard in Contem- 
porary Cultural Anthropology . The reason for this arrangement is lack 
of wealth and limited marriage possibilities in small populations 
because of Intermarriage. Pol^ndiy (a woman with more than one 
husband) does not app^ to me any more than polygamy (More than 
one wife per husband) for the same reasons. Whenever one sex is 
outnimibered. there is a direct cause of imbalance of power plus the 
occasion for someone to feel left out. 

The only time polygamy might be considered a necessity would be 
in the event of a sudden loss of a large proportion of one sex or the other 
(which I suspect was the first cause of this practice). When a 
population feels threatened by extinction It makes good "husbandry- 
sense to keep all the fertile units active— however this could be 
attained without the constraints of "marriage". (See La Guerre. Yes 
Sirl by Roc Carrlere) 

If you say that this is a cultured tradition that is entrenched 
because the people want it. and that that is why It continues despite 
being Illegal, think about other things we recognize as social evUs; 
(which are therefore criminal and punishable by Taw) it does not make 
the crime any less heinous that some people continue to be criminal. 

To me. the individual tragedies of numberless people who can 
never obtain happiness because of cultural or social restrictions, is a 
massive problem, of global importance, and global shame. This is 
19921 Slavery Is illeg^, so Is polygamyl Think about it.

TTie general feeling around CFLR Radio this week could be termed 
as 'one step forward and three steps back." This sentiment follows a 
break in the late last Friday night or early Saturday morning. Entiy 
was gained though a badly lit door with a crowbar, it was the only area 
that was not adequately lit. 

The intruders got away with two turntables, about $9500 worth 
of music, a mixer and about $3000 worth of computer equipment. In 
total, losses have been estimated at $14700. most of which was 
privately owned by students and entrusted to CFLR. 

The station holds adequate insurance, but it is not the monetary 
loss that has shaken the students up as much as the feeling of 
violation. CFLR is a volunteer organization, and many of its members 
are asking why they have been Idcked for trying to provide a service. 
CFLR was victim to a previous break-in 1989, however the stolen 
items were recovered in a car by the road side. Whether they are as 
lucky this time remains to be seen. 

CFLR is currently looking for used equipment As it stands, they 
will be closed down for 42 days while the police continue their 
investigation and the music and equipment are replaced. Anyone with 
any Information regarding the break In is asked to contact Sudbuiy 
Regional Police at 675-9171.

The on-campus polling station, located in the Students' Centre, was one 
of the many places students and citizens of Canada had to vote on the 
national referendum. 

Although the results are not know (as this article is bein_g typed), 
there has been rumor that the referendum has failed in Quebec and may 
fail in Ontario. What does this mean? No one know for certain. . . however 
at the moment, there has been cries that it will bring a whole new range 
of problems, such as the one at Oka. Others have declared it will promte 
Quebec to hold a referendum on soverignty from Canada, or a provincial 
election that may see the Parti Quebecois win.

A panel discussion on the 
upcoming Referendum vote was 
held in the Great HaU at 12:00 
noon on Thursday. October 22nd. 
The Fonmi was presented by the 
SGAsponsored Referendum Com- 
mittee to inform the student popu- 
lation at Laurentlan on the issues 
surrounding the Charlottetown 
Agreement. 

The participants on the panel 
were Professor John Steckley of 
the Native Studies department at 
the University of Sudbury. Eco- 
nomics Professor David 
Leadbeater as well as Law and 
Justice Professor. Eugene 
O'SuUlvan. Laurentlan Univer- 
sity was also fortunate to have Mr. 
Bud Wlldman. Minister of Natural 
Resources and Minister of Indian 
Affairs to aissist in the discussion 
of the package. Mr.WOdmanwas 
described by the mediator of the 
discussion. Professor Rand Dyck 
from the Political Science depart- 



ment, as " Bob Rae*s right-hand 
man" during the Constitutional 
negotiations. Therefore. Mr. 
Wlldman had some special 
Insights In the agreement to share 
with the audience during Tliurs- 
day's forum. 

Mr. Wlldman was the first to 
speak. In his initial address, he 
begam by likening the Constitu- 
tional negotiations to collective 
bargaining. The workers make 
demamds of management and 
management makes demands of 
the workers and hopefully an 
agreement can be reached. How- 
ever, In our constitutional nego- 
tiations there were more than Just 
two sides bargaining: there were 
seventeen sides. 

Mr. Wlldman Suggested that 
the Meech Lake deal was the Que- 
bec Round of Constitutional ne- 
gotiations and Charlottetown was 
the Canadian round. " The view 
was that we needed to move be- 
yond the Quebec round and move 



on into the Canadian round." 

Mr. Wildman went on to de- 
scribe the areas that the accord 
touches such as minority rights, 
division of power questions, so- 
cial and economic union and sen- 
ate reform and Native concerns. 
He then encouraged students to 
understand the intent of a consti- 
tution. " A constitution is not a 
document that solves all of our 
problems. The Constitution is a 
document that we use to describe 
ourselves." 

After Mr. Wlldman spoke the 
other panel guests were given a 
chance to speak out on the ac- 
cord. As a Native Studies Profes- 
sor. John Steckley suggested that 
a lot of content was missing from 
the accord regarding Native is- 
sues. " More than any other group 
in the accord, they are asked to 
wait and see. And that's scary 
considering their histoiy.** 

The third speaker to take the 
podium at the forum was Profes- 



sor David Leadbeater. Being and 
Economics professor, his concern 
with the accord is how the accord 
deals with federal sf)ending pow- 
ers. Mr. Leadbeater suggested 
that the federal government will 
not cany as much weight with 
provincial governments after the 
accord, as it once did. In this way. 
is was able to ensure common 
standards in Provincial programs 
across the country. In question- 
ing the accord, Mr. Leadbeater 
asked the following question: " Is 
it desirable from the point of view 
of minimum standards across the 
country?" 

Finally, Professor Eugene O* 
Sullivan of Law and Justice was 
given a chance to discuss the legal 
ramifications of the accord. Mr. 
0*Sullivan suggested there were 
strengths and weaknesses to the 
accord. He also spoke intensively 



on the Canada clause in the ac- 
cord. Mr. O'Sulllvan questioned 
how the goverrmient would recon- 
cile the conflict between the guar- 
antees in the accord of individual 
and collective rights. 

Once the panelists had fin- 
ished their addresses, the floor 
was opened up to students to ask 
questions. Some of the topics 
covered in questions were the lack 
of content in the accord regarding 
Native self-government and the 
guarantees of protection for col- 
lective groups* rights. 

The forum was very informa- 
tive for the student that attended. 
Though this article will appear 
after the ballots are cast on Mon- 
day. October 26th, the concerns 
raised by the panel members are 
still relevant whether there Is a 
yes or a no vote. Either way, 
Canada will be a charged country.

And what a weekend It was. 
The Canadian University 
Press. (CUP) held Its regional con- 
ference last weekend in Ottawa. 
One hundred delegates repre- 
senting University. College and 
CEOEP newspapers in Ontario 
and Quebec met to discuss and 
discover ways to better serve the 
campus readership. 

CUP was founded as a service 
to campus papers. Under the di- 
rection of president Dawn Mitchell, 
the CUP stafi" organizes a weekly 
news exchange between papers 
across Canada, conferences to 
help develop Journalism skills, and 
gives student press a collective 
voice, among other things. 

CUP has worked towards 
playing an assertive sociad role as 
a "medium for social Justice", 
according to the statement ofPrln- 
clples published by CUP and fol- 
lowed by member papers across 
the country, (including 15 in On- 
tario).

Why does poverty exist? In 
a country as aiflluent as ours, how 
is it possible that people are home- 
less and starving? Who or what is 
responsible for poverty? What 
can we do about it? 
These are some of the obvious 
questions one asks when dealing 
with an Issue as serious as pov- 
erty. Unfortunately, the plethora 
of different explanations offered 
by politicians (who think they are 
exp)erts). the general public (who 
are also often self- proclaimed au- 
thorities on the subject)* and those 
of the real experts, far outweigh 
the number of questions. But for 
the benefit of those people with 
open and flexible minds on the 
subject, LAMBDA provides the 
opinions of a few experts on the 
causes, effects and possible solu- 
tions to poverty. 

CAUSES 

Carol Hein, one of four au- 
thors of the report on child and 
youth poverty in Sudbury that 
was released last spring (and who 
says that she is not an expert - a 
refreshing change), believes that 
one of the most important pov- 
erty-related Issues that needs to 
be addressed is the plight of single 
mothers and their children. The 
circumstances of young women 
and of families headed by single 
mothers can be horrendous. The 
stats we received for our study 
showed that single females who 
were trying to raise children on 
their own were very likely to be 
living under the poverty line. Our 
society must provide more sup- 
port in that area. The wage gap 
(the differential between men and

women) is something that needs 
to be addressed. Services such as 
daycare must also be provided." 
Professor Adje van de 
Sande, another co-author of the 
report, agrees with Heln on the 
serious plight of single mothers in 
Sudbury. The average woman in 
Canada makes roughly two thirds 
what the average man makes. In 
fact, what we foimd In our s tucty Is 
that the average salary for a man 
in Sudbury was $24,000; the av- 
erage salary for a woman was less 
than $12,000. Unfortunately, It 
Is usualty the women who are 
stuck with the responsibility of 
taking care of the children in the 
event of a split-up." 

Professor van de Sande also 
believes that the Toiy "laissez- 
faire" economic policies of the 
past few years have worsened the 
poverty problem. "The genered 
philosophy of our country is 
"trickle down" economics. The 
theory Is that if you put your 
priority Into helping big business, 
then eventually this wealth will 
trickle down to reach the popula- 
Uon. But It hasn't been trickling 
down - that's the dlfUculty. So 
we Ve spent a lot of money helping 
big business, without having the 
net effect of having the money 
generated by that Investment 
reach the people who need It the 
most. " 

Dr. Ken Calmaln of 
Laurentlan University, who was 
very involved in a Senate report 
on poverty released in the early 
seventies, tries to be a little more 
charitable to the current Mulroney 
government. "Let me be as fair as 
I can to the government currently 
in Dower. It*s not obvious to me

that any other government would 
be able to solve the economic prob- 
lems of this partlcularperiod. They 
might be a bit more generous to 
the poor than the economic posi- 
tion of the Conservative Party al- 
lows. The Conservative position 
is that the market knows best and 
that things will work out in the 
end. The only problem is that 
those people who are most vul- 
nerable haven*t got the resources 
to wait until these allegedly happy 
times are supposed to ensue. 
These people are not going to re- 
ceive much attention from a gov- 
ernment that strongly believes that 
the best thing to do about p< iverty 
is to treat people aflFecled hy it 
with benign neglect But as (he 
Canadian people did vote the Con- 
servative Party into power two 
times in a row. it seems to me 
rather ridiculous to moan and 
whine about how they don't rep- 
resent us." 

EFFECTS 

Poverty can have particu- 
larly devestating and lasting per- 
sonal consequences on children. 
Said Professor van de Sande: "If 
you take the scenario of a child 
who's growing up in a poor family, 
there's a good chance that he will 
be malnourished. Nutrition tends 
to be a big problem. So he goes to 
school hungry and there is no 
possibility of him being able to 
perform In his studies. Chances 
are he'll also be ostracized by his 
schoolmates. 

Many parents are having to 
fork out a lot more money for 
school fees, sports and field trips. 
That's Just not available to par- 
ents on a limited Income - so their 
:hildren are always going to stand 
)ut. TTiey're being reminded con- 
stantly that they don't have what 



others have." 

Carol Hein believes that 
both the media and Canadian 
society must share part of the 
blame for the debilitation of the 
self-esteem of many pxxjr chil- 
dren. *We live in a very afQuent 
society, we get messages through 
the media, through television, 
about what lifestyle in Canada is 
supposed to be about. There's a 
big disparity between what they 
see on television and the reality of 
their own lives. Poor children are 
frequently stigmatized by school- 
mates. So the effects can be very 
devastating. Children these days 
know the meaning of designer la- 
bels at a very early age." 

But all poor people, par- 
ticularly those on social assist- 
ance, have a real image problem 
among the Canadian public. 
There is a myth about people who 
are living on welfare," said Profes- 



sor van de Sande. "I think people 
should talk to those who are on 
social assistance to see exactly 
how they manage. Most people 
don't realize that welfare families 
are often asked to do the impossi- 
ble. The problem with this nega- 
tive attitude is that most people 
are not open to the facts. Our job 
must be to make society aware of 
what it means to be on welfare. 
The costs involved - not Just to 
people living on welfare, but to 
society in general - are enormous. 
We spend a fortune on all of these 
services in order to keep people 
poor." 

Dr. Calmain added: "There 
are limits to what people will tol- 
erate when it comes to charity. 
We can't stand to see people *get 
something for nothing.' People 
will ascribe to all sorts of little 
negative anecdotes which are

There are no fees during the 
detoxification period. Upon ter- 
minating the detox period, indi- 
viduals may arrange for an as- 
sessment referral. An assessment 
will determine the seriousness of 
the addiction and what treatment, 
if necessary, is required.

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(continue &t>m p. 7) 
often false. But they use those 
negative anecdotes as their ra- 
tionale -no matter how stupid - to 
practice their vices, which in this 
case is selfishness/ 

SOLUTIONS? 

So what are the solutions? 
Mike Mieto. Head of the Sudbury 
& District Social Service Adminis- 
tration Board, believes that gov- 
ernment must invest in human 
resources. "The major issue from 
a municipal point of view is the 
issue of unemployment and the 
number of employable people hav- 
ing to resort to General Welfare 
Assistance. Historically, reces- 
sions were managed by the fed- 
eral government, and now they 
are becoming a municipal respon- 
sibility. The types of strategies 
that are being pursued should be 
altered to deal with some of the 
structural unemployment that has 
started to occur in Sudbury. That 
will take a major investment in 
our human resources in order for 
them to adequately compete and 
be productive in the new emerg- 
ing labor force requirements of 
the 1990's. Skills training, lit- 
eracy training and apprenticeship 
programs should all be greatty 
emphasized." 

Bill St. Louis of the 
Neighborhood Action Project be- 
lieves that correcting Sudbuiy's 
housing problem has to be a top 
priority. "If there was afibrdable 
housing there wouldn't be nearly 
as many people using food banks. 
When a persop is spending fifty to 
seventy-five percent ofhls monthly 
income on rent, he simply doesn't 
have the money for the other es- 
sentials of life." 

Dr. Calmaln feels that gov- 
ernment is bereft of solutions. 
"One of the things we have heard 
a great deal about is that when we 
are finished with the referendum, 
we're all supposed to bear down 
on the economy and *get back to 
business.* What seems to be un- 
fortunately lacking is any bright 
ideas about what to do and how to 
•get back to business.' No one 
seems to have any special ideas 



about what to do at both the na- 
tional and provincial level. We're 
in a deficit position not only with 
finances, but with ideas as well." 




Prevention and education 
is the key, according to Professor 
vandeSande. *We must take care 
of these poor kids. Our worry is 
that if we don't provide enough for 
these chOdren, they're going to 
grow up not being able to become 
productive members of society who 
can live meaningfiil lives. WeVe 
got to make sure that doesn't hap- 
pen. When we neglect our re- 
sponsibilities, we all end up pay- 
ing more in the long run, as ne- 
glected chUdren become depend- 
ent adults. So for preventative 
purposes, It's Imperative that we 
catch the problem early in chil- 
dren's lives. 

We have to have a different 
philosophy. Countries like West 
Germany, Sweden, and the Neth- 
erlands are doing quite well and 
are providing much better ben- 
efits to those who need them. The 
standard of living in those coun- 
tries is quite high, and they are 
making sure that people on as- 
sistance are able to raise children 
who will be reacty to contribute, 
who won't be a burden on society. 
I think that's what we should want 
for Canada."

NEW STUDENT HOUSING IN THE WORKS

Sudbury is a city notorious 
for its lack of decent and afford- 
able housing. TradiUonally, it has 
had one of the lowest vacancy 
rates in the country, and it still 
does despite the current reces- 
sion. With the substantial in- 
crease in the number of students 
from outside the Sudbury region 
attending Laurentian during the 
past few years» the demand for 
residence spaces has risen enor- 
mously. There are waiting lists 
hundreds of names long at some 
residences, and those who were 
not lucky enough to land a place 
in residence this September have 
had the unenviable task of look- 
ing for a place to stay off-campus. 
They have discovered that there 
is very little housing available to 
students on a tight budget. 

Richard Maxwell is a per- 
son who has not only recognized 
this problem, but who is also dedi- 
cated to doing something about it. 
He has organized a coalition of 
various student organizations (in- 
cluding the S.G.A.. the I.A.S.. 
L.O.C.S.. and the Schools of Com- 



merce. Social Work and Engineer- 
ing) with the common purpose of 
building some affordable housing 
on the Laurentian campus. The 
coalition will actually become an 
incorporated company, tentatively 
calling itself Unity Co-Operative. 
and will petition the Laurentian 
Administration to donate univer- 
sity-owned land for the project. A 
needs study has been completed 
which clearly outlines the neces- 
sity for new housing, and plans 
for the series of townhouse-like 
buildings have already been 
drawn-up. 

But the costs of construc- 
tion are high, and so a couple of 
avenues are being pursued to ob- 
tain funding for the project. *WeYe 
going to be starting a fundraising 
campaign ." said Maxwell, "and 
we'll also be applying to the gov- 
ernment for some sort of assist- 
ance. We realize this is going to 
cost a lot of money, but the project 
is non-profit and it will pay for 
Itself over the course of time." 

The townhouse structure 
of the project is meant to appeal to 
more serious and less party-ori- 
ented students . The townhouse 



design should accommodate se- 
rious students better than the 
residences could. This is because 
the residences are renowned for 
not being conducive to good stud- 
ies. The residences certainly are 
important and as fortunate as we 
are to have them, there aren't 
enough of them. A growing 
number of people are being turned 
away from the residences every 
year.** Another possible bonus to 
living in a townhouse is that '*lt 
might end up being cheaper to live 
there than in residence." 

The townhouses could be 
built in the very near future. '*It 
would be nice to have the project 
finished in a year to a year and-a- 
half. Thafs pending, of course, 
on how fast we obtain financing 
and whether the university de- 
cides to help us or not." 

The first fund-raising bash 
could occur within the next month. 
Tentative plans involve a big party 
in the Great Hall, with all stu- 
dents invited. Look in the pages of 
LAMBDA in the coming weeks for 
more information on the cam- 
paign.

SUDBURY'S CHILDREN POOREST IN 

NATION 

OVER 20% OF CHILDREN LIVING IN SUDBURY LIVE IN POVERTY

^ There were almost 
10.000 poor children and 
youth in the Region of Sud- 
bury in 1986. So says a 
study by the Laurentian 
University School of Social 
Work that was released last 
spring. 

It reported that there were 9,420 
poor young people in the Sudbury 
Region, and 5.565 desUtute chil- 
dren and youth living in the city 
itself. According to the report, 
almost one fifth (19.4%) of the 
total number of children and youth 
In Sudbury lived In households 
with incomes below the poverty 
line as established by Statistics 
Canada. This figure compares to 
the Ontario average of 11.9% , 
and the Canadian average of 
16.4%. 

Censuses from 1981 and 1986 
were obtained from Statltistlcs 
Canada to determine the rates of 
child and youth poverty in the 
region. Additional data (as recent 
as December, 1990) was provided 
by local agencies which service 
the poor. 

But authors Adje van de Sande, 
Richard Carriere. Carol Hein and 
Marge Reitsma cautioned that the 
1986 statistics provided in the 
study are conservative, as they do 
not include children and youth 
living in institutions and on the 
streets. 

A finding that the authors 
found particularly distressing was 
the existence of deep poverty In 
Sudbury approximately 4.000 
children and youth lived in fami- 
lies with yearly incomes less than 
$10.00 . and over 2.000 children 
and youth lived in households 
with yearly Incomes less than 
$5,000. 

Other findings of the study in- 
clude: 

* 56% of poor young peo- 
ple were living in single- 
parent families. This is 



contrary to the national 
trend. 

* The proportion of poor 
children decreased stead- 
ily as the age of cbildren 
increased. Thus, most of 
the poor children in the 
region were under six 
years of age. 

* WhUe 13% of the Re- 
gion's total number of 
children and youth de- 
pended on social assist- 
ance, 24% of all poor chil- 
dren were not receiving 
any kind of social assist- 
ance. By December of 
1990, over 7,000 children 
relied on social assistance 
to meet the basic needs of 
food, clothing and shel- 
ter. 

* There are more food 
banks in Canadian cities 
than McDonald's restau- 
rants. 

* Food banks were used 
by over 5,000 children and 
youth living in Sudbury in 
1990. 

The study largely blames the 
policies of the present federal gov- 
ernment for having worsened child 
and youth poverty in the country. 
It concludes that Canada's entry 
Into a Free Trade Deal with the 
United States and Mexico, as well 
as the implementation of the To- 
ries* "survival of the fittest ".free 
market-style economic policies, 
will do nothing to assist pooryoung 
people, and may very well worsen 
their plight. 

Mary AH. the director of Inner 
City Home (which is Sudbury's 
largest food bank), contributed 



some of the statistical data for the 
study and she confirms that the 
problem of poverty In this city is 
very real. 

*" Sudbury is a very af- 
fluent city. And because 
most people are relatively 
well-off, I think many 
don't realize that there is 
a poverty problem here in 
Sudbury," she says. 

"Over the past couple of years, 
the problem has gotten much 
worse . I n May of this year, we had 
1.029 people use the food bank. 
In 1990, we averaged around 600 
people a month. This year we 
expect to be helping over 1,000 
people a month." 

Ms. All blames the recession as 
the a main reason for the Increased 
usage of the food bank. She ex- 
pects "things to level off^ by the 
the end of 1992. but whether or 
not there is a reduction in the 
number of people using the food 
bank will largely be "up to the 
government. It depends on what 
kind of programs It brings in to 
deal with the situation." 

Of the total number of people 
who rely on Inner City Home, 
roughly one half are children. "Pov- 
erty affects them the worst. Adults 
can understand the reality, they 
can leam to accept the situation. 
But children have a much harder 
Ume of It. Kids tend to take it 
personally. They wonder If they 
have done something wrong or 
*bad* to deserve their situation. 
They ask, 'How come God doesn't 
love me?'" 

Ms. All says parental support 
Is essential to children who grow 
up poor. "If a child is lucky enough 
to have parents to support smd 
nurture him at home, he wlU at 
least receive some stability. But 
many parents have a hard time 
nurturing their children. So many 
of these kids end up not having 
the self-esteem and the life-skills 
that they need to deal with the 
outside world. To me. that is the 
saddest thing about poverty."

One of the marvels of the free 
market system is that it allows its 
participants to profit from any 
situation - no matter how tragic 
that Situation may be. An excel- 
lent example of this marvel is the 
•poverty industry/ It is a scantily 
used term, yet it accurately de- 
scribes the business that has been 
made of profiting fi-om other peo- 
ple's miseiy. After all, Canada's 
unemployment rate would be sub- 
stantially higher if all those social 
workers, government and regional 
board officials, welfare agents, and 
other members of the poverty 
buracracy were out of work. As 
distasteful as it sounds, people 
employed in these sectors depend 
completely on the continuation of 
the poverhr problem. They'd be 
out of a Job tf j)eople weren't un- 
employed, homeless and starv- 
ing. 

While this kind of picture is 
disturbing, it realh^ should not 
reflect too badty on those Involved. 
Most of the people who work in 
the industry' do so because of 
their genuine empathy for their 
fellow man. Many feel so obli- 
gated to assist the poor that they 
make it their life's work. It would 
never occur to them that they 
were monetarily benefiting from 
other people's sufierlng and grief. 

There is one group of people 
who have a stellar and completely 
untarnished reputaUon. They are 
the hundreds of volunteers who 
have dedicated part of their lives 
to assisting those in need. It is 
their work that is truly inspira- 
tional, as they receive no mon- 
etaiy compensation for their time, 
effort and compassion. But as 
any volunteer will tell you, there is 
a payback. It involves those little 
intangibles that make life worth 
living. Some of those intangibles 
are discussed below by volunteers 
at Inner City Home, one of Sud- 
bury's largest food banks and 
counseling centres. 

I speak to Lucille as she takes 
a brief cofifee break. Lucille has 
been at Irmer City Home for quite 
a while, and she is unequivocal in 
her response to the question: *Why 
do you volunteer?" 

"1 volunteer because people 
need help," Lucille says," there is 
a great need and I'm Just glad that 
1 can help those in trouble. You 
get a great sense of satisfaction 
when you know youVe helped a 
fellow human being." 

Kay, a retired school teacher, 
feels obligated to help those in 
need. "I feel that we have to try 
and help those who are being ne- 
glected by the system. I think the

most important thing we must do 
as volunteers is to treat the people 
who come here as equals. WeVe 
all had the experience of being 
treated as ciphers during some 
point of our lives. It takes a great 
deal of courage for people to ask 
for help, and I'm only too happy to 
give It to them. It feels good when 
I communicate with people and 
see that we're all doing some good. " 

Lois has two reasons why she 
volunteers. "One, I'm working on 
getting my diploma in social serv- 
ices. Two, because I enjoy it so 
much." 

I go down to the basement to 
meet 3ie volunteers who work on 
making the food hampers. 
Gordon, who is also retired ("I got 
tired so I retired." he Jokes), sees 
this as a very social activity. "I do 
enjoy meeting people at the door, 
welcoming them in, giving them a 
seat and some tea or coffee and 
having a chat with them. I think 
volunteering is a good, charitable 
thing to do on the account that so 
many people are going hungry In 
our city. I get a great deal of 
satisfaction from it. That's why I 
keep coming back here twice a 
week." 

Gordon adds that much of 
the food Inner City Home receives 
comes through food drives and 
special fairs. "St. Charles and 
Marymount provide us with a great 



deal of our food. They hold major 
food drives and donate thou- 
sands of items. We get private 
donations, and some people do- 
nate money. We also get a big 
donation from Bingo One in the 
form of food vouchers. Then there 
are the different fairs we put on. 
One Saturday we had a 'fun fair', 
the following Saturday we flipped 
hamburgers and hot-dogs. Last 
year we had a big dinner, and 
we're going to have another in 
February. That's a big fund- 
raiser." 

Tom is a volunteer who moved 
to Inner City Home from the Catho- 
lic Soup Kitchen six weeks ago. 
He felt that the number of people 
using the Soup Kitchen was get- 
ting out of control. "I enjoy Inner 
City Home more for the simple 
reason that the Soup Kitchen is 
serving up to four hundred people 
per day. It's getting to the point 
where they can't handle the sheer 
numbers of people coming in. And 
there are more people everyday. 
The problem Just seems to be get- 
ting worse and worse." 

Tom feels the most for the 
chfldren. "The other night at the 
school board meeting they dis- 
cussed that some parents aren't 
able to feed their children before 
they come to school. It's terrible 
enough to see adults not getting 
enough to eat, but when It hap- 



pens to chfldren and infants it 
Just breaks your heart." 

What Tom finds encouraging 
is that people are coming together. 
"You people at LaurenUan know 
how tough things are out there. I 
think it's marvelous that your set- 
ting up the food bank and helping 
each other out." 

Ray has a particularly uplift- 
ing story to tell. "In 1 987 my heart 
stopf)ed beating for two minutes - 
I was dead." But a man named 
Gilles Renault took immediate 
action and saved Ray's life. "I 
spent four months in the hospital. 
It allowed me to get into reading 
the Bible and to start working for 
the Lord." 

Ray says working and talking 
with those who come to the Irmer 
City Home has made him appreci- 
ate the things he has in life. "I see 
people coming through here who 
are on a practicafly non-existent 
pension. You look at the clothes 
they're wearing and their bearded 
faces and they're a pretty sad sight. 
Yet when you talk to them, mey 
are so frlendhr - and humble. It 
seems that the people who are 
hurting the most are also the most 
humble." 

May All. the Director of Irmer 
City Home, says that when she 
first started working at the Home 
she felt obligated to be there. "I 
felt called to be here, as well as 



being invited to be here. I also 
enjoy working with the volunteers, 
who are all very good and caring 
people. 

But 1 guess the main reason 
why I'm here is because I believe 
in what we're doing. I believe in 
the vision of the home, which is to 
treat each person with dignity. 
When people are going through 
rough times, they need to have 
somebody there. That's the whole 
purpose of this place. This place 
has become my home away from 
home. It is very much my life." 

As someone who has twice 
visited Inner City Home to talk to 
Mary and her voltmteers, this re- 
porter can say unhesitatingly that 
the facility more than lives up to 
its reputation. One cannot help 
but be Inspired by the dedication 
and comf)assion of those who work 
there. It is somehow comforting 
that whfle the existence of the 
Home serves as a reminder of the 
very real problem of poverty in 
Sudbury, it is also a symbol of all 
those good qualities that human- 
ity aspires to. Sudbury's poor 
may not have much, but th^ do 
have some veiy good friends at 
Inner City Home and the other 
charitable orginizations in this 
city. 



NAP LOBBYING FOR NEW EMERGENCY SHELTER

For the past three years, the 
Neighbourhood Action Project has 
been lobbying regional councU and 
the Social Services Administra- 
tion Board for the construction of 
an emergency shelter for home- 
less people. The shelter would 
target families (single-parent fami- 
lies in particular) and adolescents. 
TTie proposed shelter would not 
Just provide a temporary place to 
stay for those people who unex- 
pectedly find themselves on the 
streets. It would also serve as a 
resource centre, providing infor- 
mation on avaflable employment 
and housing as well as offering 
daycare, laundry and dining fa- 
cilities, and counseling. 

Unfortunately, a shelter that 
provides so many services would 
cost a great deal of money. And in 
these tough economic times, "fis- 
cal restraint" are the buzz words 
among most local politicians. But 
Bfll St Louis of the Neighbour- 
hood AcUon Project (NJV.P.) be- 
lieves that funds are avaflable for 
the shelter, and It Is Just a matter 



of councfl "getting It's priorities 
straight. Besides, there is an al- 
ternative to spending all kinds of 
money immediately. There are 
three or four vacant bufldlngs that 
the City of Sudbury owns. They 
bought the bufldlngs for a planned 
Brady Street extension. If we 
slightly altered one of the bufld- 
lngs and used it as the shelter, 
there wouldn't be a large cash 
outlay. It would be a sort of pilot 
project." 

"If aflier a year the shelter was 
always fiUed. the city would then 
know that there is a need for such 
a facility," continued St. Louis. 
"Then at that point in their budget 
deliberations they could come up 
with the money to build the facfl- 
ity." 

Mflce Mieto, Head of the Sud- 
bury & District Social Services 
Board (a local board which has 
Jurisdiction over social policy 
matters and supplemental pro- 
grams relating to the General 
Welfare Assistance Act), agrees 
that there is money avaflable for 
such a facility. "The Board does 
have some money set aside for an 



Emergency Shelter, should the 
needs be Justified and should the 
Board decide to go forward, " Mieto 
said. The Board had set up a task 
force to assess the housing prob- 
lem, and its findings have strongly 
indicated the need for an emer- 
gency shelter. 

Lucinda Gahr, another mem- 
ber of N JV-P. . believes there are far 
more homeless people in the Sud- 
bury region than the general pub- 
lic realizes. "Sure. Sudbury has 
Its shaire of bag ladies and bag 
men. But basicity, if j^u're living 
at a friend's house and are sleep- 
ing on their couch, you qualify as 
a homeless person. You could be 
out of that place at any time. One 
bad fight with your friend and 
you're out. Tlien where would you 
go? You're Just as homeless as 
any bag lady on the street." 

Since its inception, the NJV.P. 
has fought for affordable housing 
in the Sudbury region. It lobbies 
around community issues, col- 
lectively bringing neighbourhoods 
together to address their own con- 
cerns. The project also has its 
own food pantry. "If people access 



the resources within the commu- 
nity and for some reason are not 
able to access those resources, we 
wiU make avaflable to them what 
we have." said St. Louis. The 
N.A-P. has also given workshops 
on all Issues relating to poverty. 
For example, it held a workshop 
last year at Lauren tian to assist 
the organizers of the new on- 
campus food bank. 

But the main pre-occupaUon 
of N.A.P. In recent years has been 
the emergency shelter plan. Both 
St. Louis and Gahr have insisted 
at countless meetings that it is 
essential that Sudbuiy have the 
facility. Both stress that the shel- 
ter would not duplicate existing 
services within the community. 
Says St. Louis: "The Salvation 
Army deals with primarily male 
clients, and Genevra House deals 
with battered women. Genevra 
House wfll take a mother and her 
chfldren if there's room. But if the 
facilities are fuU or if you don't faU 
under their mandate, you're 
stuck. We would cater to families, 
especially single-parent families 
and adolescents who could not fit 



into an existing structure. We 
don't want to duplicate services. 
If we do, the councfl wfll say *why 
should we pay for this?'" 

Tlie shelter plan wfll not go 
ahead, however, if the political 
wlU does not exist to implement it. 
St. Louis said that getting politi- 
cal approval has been one of the 
major stumbling blocks for the 
N.A-P. "When you deal with pofl- 
ticlans - particularly at the 
councilor's level - they have their 
set agendas and priorities. They 
have projects that they want to 
achieve whfle they're in office and 
they have their wards that they 
want to please." "They want to 
show off* another Science North or 
a new hospital wing, not an emer- 
gency shelter," adds Gahr. 

But the plan does seem to be 
slowly coming to fruition. The 
board and councfl are both ex- 
pected to go ahead with the project. 
If they do. a building wiU have to 
be found and renovated, staff" and 
volunteers wifl have to be hired, 
and aU the reafly hard work wiU 
begin. After years of hard lobby- 
ing, the N.A.P. can't wait.

If you have a con- 
cern, fill out a suggestion 
sheet at the entrance of the 
J.N. Desmarais library, or 
better still, come to the 
building and find the Ami- 
able Librarian. 



Question: Last night I came to 
the library^ after my class and 
asked someone at the circula- 
tion desk for help Hnding infor- 
mation for my essay. She told 
me that she couldn't. What 
gives? I thought you people were 
being paid to be helpful. 

Reply: I am sorry that you were 
Inconvenienced, but the circula- 
tion staffer was Just concerned 
that you get the best possible as- 
sistance. Her Job is to sign library 
books in and out, and to keep 
material on the shelves in order. 
The kind of help you needed was 
reference help, which during the 
week is only available until 8:00 
p.m. After that time* patrons are 
asked to record their questions at 
the Information Desk so that when 
they come in the morning, the 
reference assistants or librarians 
can reply. But just so you*ll realize 
how pleasant the circulation staff 
really is, the Amiable Librarian 
wants you to meet them under 
different circumstances. TTiis is- 
sue of Lambda contains a coupon 
which entitles the bearer to pick 
up a book from our cart of sale 
books beside the Circulation Desk- 
The first fifty people who present 
the coupon and the book to our 
friendly circulation staff will be 
given the book at no charge — 
whatever the cost marked on it. 



Question: There should be more 
drop-off points for library books 
so that off-campus students who 
come in don*t have to traipse to 
the second floor to return their 
books. 

Reply: The Amiable Librarian will 
meet you half way. Because so 
many of our books are reserve 
titles on short-term loan, they 
must be returned directly to the 
main book chute. Could you im- 
agine the complaints about fines 
that we would get if we let people 
drop off their books at various 
boxes around campus and then 
we didn't clear these boxes regu- 
larty? So when the library is open, 
go up to the second floor. But 
when the library is closed, you 
can use the big blue book return 
case (which looks a bttle like a US 
post-ofilce box), on the ground 
floor of Desmarais. It has Just 
been installed and so if you are in 
the habit of returning books after 
hours, leave your books there 
rather than making it all the way 
up that impressive stairwell. 



gu^stion: Why is it so hot in the 
grad study rooms on the third 
floor? If I had wanted to take a 
sauna 1 would have gone to the 
Phys. Ed centre. I sometimes 
don*t bother using my room 
because it is so hot* 

Reply: Sorry, we didn't know that 
it was that hot in the library. The 
next time you find the biSlding 
uncomfortable, please contact the 
Administration Office on the third 
floor, and they will have a word 
with the right people. Ditto if the 
water fountains don't work or 



lights have burned out or there 
are no paper towels in the wash- 
room. 



Question: Why don't you call 
people when they have books 
from inter-library loan rather 
than wasting the money to mail 
out a letter that Is always late? 

Reply: Over the years, we have 
found it veiy difficult to contact 
ILL users ty phone during the 
day— which of course is when our 
ILL staff are on duty. That is why 
we send out the mail notice. If you 
are worried about getting your 
ILL*s on time, why not call the 
Circulation Desk (which also dou- 
bles as the ILL depot) to ascertain 
the status of your request? By the 
way. pretty soon, the ILLoffice will 
be using EMAIL to notify univer- 
sity staff and students on the sys- 
tem. That should expedite mat- 
ters. 



Question: Any chance of more 
tours through the library, hope- 
fully in the morning? 

Reply: Probably not this term. In 
the new library with lots of large 
classes to reach, we are painfully 
aware that we are not covering 
eveiyone who wants instruction. 
In the future we will probably be 
setting aside the first two to tliree 
weeks of a term for separate vol- 
untary instruction on the on-line 
catalogue, the periodiCEil indexes, 
and possibly the CD-ROMs. We 
would also like to set up voluntary 
sessions in each of the different 
disciplines so that, for example, 
students in social work or eco- 
nomics will know the types of 
library resources available to 
them. What do you think?

What ex- 
actly Is a witch? 

In an- 
cient times, 
witches were 
considered fol- 
lowers of th 
Devil. They we; 
primarily femal< 
and cast wicked; 
spells; theywere 
well-versed In 
the magical arts 
which was 
frowned upon by 
the Christian 
order. This in- 
evitably led to 
their demise. 

Pagan - 
Ism was greatly 
feared by the Christians. Prior to 
the spread of Christianity during 
early Anglo-Saxon times, white or 
good magic was acceptable and 
magic that was used for evil pur- 
poses was banned. The Church's 
Influence immediately changed 
this thinking, preaching any form 
of magic dangerous because it 
was associated with paganism. 

To accelerate the rise of 
Christianity, the leaders of this 
faith tried to eradicate all other 
religions. Many of these * other ' 
religions were matriarchal. In 
England, this begam a period of 
witch -persecution which lasted for 
1 73 years, from the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth I to that of George II
